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Canada and Nuclear Energy 


r IOUGH !t ha* received little 
credit for it and claimed leas, 
Onada stands well td the fore among 
those nations which have studied the 
peacetime uses of atomic energy. 
With very large uranium reserves, 
possibly beyond indicated needs of the 
next few years for export or domestic 
purposes, it is clearly to the benefit 
of the nation that Canada’s leading 
research role should not be let slip. 
On the research and technological 
tide the Chalk River plant it well 
knoHn throughout the world. The 
recent start on the first heavy-water 
|»wer reactor of industrial applica¬ 
tion was a logical next step; '^’hile 
Trade Minister Churchill’s announce¬ 
ment this week breaks new ground. 

Mr. Churchill said the Dominion 
hoped to find a suitable site in Man¬ 
itoba for construction of a new type 
of research reactor; using organic 
materials for its cooling instead of 
heavy-water, which is both costly and 
rare. Though the minister of trade 
did rK)t say so, this is one road into 
a serious study of a small but portable 
form of reactor which Canada herself 
couM use in nuiny situations far re* 
moved from the conventional means 
of power development. From the 
same studies could come the develop¬ 
ment of larger, heavy-duty plants to 
take their part in Industrial uses of 
atomic energy on a cost-ratio basis 
more favorable than with heavy- 


water reactors. Both home and ex¬ 
port fields might be receptive to such 
a development. r 

Primarily It wll be up to this 
country to demonstrate what can be 
done in Hvilian channels with the 
application of atomic energy. The 
prosecution of research and the pos¬ 
session of the knowledge so gained 
lie fallow until practical, working use 
of the vast new source of energy can 
be demonstrated—not in a laboratory 
but on the job. As It hopes to market 
its expanded uranium output, this 
country must adopt the role of sales¬ 
man in a progressive manner. 5>een 
in that light, the Manitoba develop¬ 
ment Is of. much more than proving! 
important. This may be a practical 
step along the way towards a world 
outlet for both the refined ores and 
the reactors in which to use them.^ 
That result may be some time 
ahead, but a start is the important 
thing. Chalk River for all of its 
successes, and in the scientific field 
It has known tome, did not bring 
atomic power within the realm of 
practical consideration for industry 
as a usable new energy. Yet it is 
there that the real reward for nuclear 
research is waiting. One day, perha^ 
nearer than the layman deems pos* 
sible. this vast new source of power 
will find Its place in the everv'day 
work of the world, to prove as great 
a boon as its militant start has been 
a menace. 


Well Worth Keeping 


A S well as being more deadly the 
ballistic missiles we hear so much 
about these days are much more Im¬ 
personal. They could scarcely thrill 
even the man who presses the button 
to send them off. They could never 
duplicate the exhibition given on the 
Beacon Hill waterfront a few weeks 
ago by the RCAFs Golden Hawks 
aerobatic team. The more mechanical 
weapons become the duller they are. 

It is the human element of the 
air force’s precision flying squad that 
captures the imagination, the personal 
skill Involved in manned aircraft. T^ 
was manifest hers and gave impetus 
to tiM desire that this newly formed 
but already famou^ group should 
remiln in being as a permanent in¬ 
stitution. The RCAF could not have 
better advertising, and as a recruit¬ 
ing agency alone the Golden Hawks 
are worth their weight in gold. 

The aerobatic team was formed 
only this year to mark the dual cele¬ 
bration of 50 years of powered flight 
In Canada and the 35th birthday of 
the RCAF itself. In the space of a 


few months it won outstanding suc¬ 
cess. It not only amazed and delighted 
Canadians all across the country— 
so that on seasonal disbandment this 
week the chief of air ^aff could tell 
the pilots they were among the best 
in the world—but requests are pour- 
iiig in from Eluropean centres seek¬ 
ing their appearance next year. That 
is ample measure of the Golden 
Hawks’ quality. 

Promising hints are now coming 
out of Ottawa that the precision 
flyers may be put on regular estab¬ 
lishment. It would be a pity If this 
were not done. This show piece of 
the RCAF has a valuable role to play 
if left in being. It u^ll help to sustain 
the morale of the service and fill its 
vacancies. The aerobats can speak 
for Canada abroad, just as does the 
RCMP musical ride and as do tattooes 
and military pageants for other 
countries. 

When a nation gets Hold of a good 
thing it should not let it go, and the 
RCAF Golden, Hawks are decidedly 
worth keeping. *

C ANADA’S two railway systems 
at last are doing something which 
they should have had the initiative 
to undertake years ago. They are 
modifying their passenger services to 
conform more to the practices which 
competitors have found attractive 
and profitable. Instead of passively 
bemORning the loss of passenger 
traffic to m airlines, bus services and 
private automobiles, both railways 
nave at last adopted a militant atti¬ 
tude and made a spectaculer break¬ 
away from Canadian ^railway tradi¬ 
tion. ** 

Beginning this month the railways 
in theirbid for customers are offering 
off-season travel at bargain prices 
and ‘^cksge deals” of the kind the 
travelling public has come to expect.

CCF'm New Name 

Political 

Arrogance

vyrlTH the general decline of the 
NV CCF in recent elections, the 
remnants of that political party have 
engaged in a movement for lU revival 
by seeking to enlist the support of 
the Canadian Labor Congresa and 
farmers’ organizations. By this colh- 
hination they propose to form a 
“People’s Party.** 

A member of the OCF. in a letter 
to the United Church Observer, says. 
The CCF was formed to create a 
classless society’’; and he points out 
that “in every country where eco¬ 
nomic and aocial democracy are in¬ 
creasing there is a. socialist govern¬ 
ment whose backbone is composed 
of the people who do the useful work 
of the community.** 

b b b 

But socialism does not create a 
classleas society. In countries where 
classes exist it creates enmity be¬ 
tween them, and if It succeeds In 
abolishing them, as in Soviet Russia, 
it creates new class distinctions, 
which are more invidious and oppres¬ 
sive than those it has abolished. 
Under absolute socialism in Rus.ria 
the people are divided into various 
classes, from the Presidium and the 
bureaucrats down to the slave work¬ 
ers in the salt mines and the labor 
camps of Siberia. 

Ilie a<*tua1 aim of the proposed 
new parly is to create a class con¬ 
sciousness in Canada. To speak of 
It as a “People’s Party** it to use a 
misnomer. The word “people” is an 
all-inclusive term, and to apply it to 
the CCF it a falsity, for at its best 
showing it has proved to represent a 
■mall part of the Canadian people. 

Even with the official support of 
the Labor Congress and farmers’ 
organizations it could not truthfully 
claim to hg any more than a class 
party. 

Moreover, the average tnember of 
a labor union or a farmers’ organiza- 
Uon does not regard himself as 
belonging to a distinctive social class. 
They are not so narrow minded and 
^ignorant as to claim that they are 
“the people who do all the useful 
work of the community.** And when 
it comes to an election they exerciile 
their democratic freedom to vote on 
politics as they please. 

b b b 

President Lincoln summed up In 
a few words the democratic form of 
government when he said: “Govern¬ 
ment of the people, by the people, 
“for the people.” 

That does not preclude the forma¬ 
tion of political parties. Disraeli 
det lared that 'Without party parlia¬ 
mentary government Ls knpoaaible.” 
He defined party as **organized 
opinion.** 

There are many and various 
opinions on politics, and if there were 
separate parties organized for the 
promotion of every shade of opinion, 
politics would become a beer garden 
and there cou ld be no e etU ed er 

The two-party system has worked 
very well In Canada because, while 
both parties stand firinly for the 
fundamental principles of the con¬ 
stitution. they ux^liend with each 
other in the formation of public 
opinion on political poliolce. Neither 
party cleims to represent the politics! 
opinions of sll the people. An election 
is a coifipromiae to discover which 
party is supported by s ms)ority of 
the people.

Any sectlonsl organizations have 
a perfect right to organize and pro¬ 
mote their political opinions, but for 
such a group even to think of them- 
aelves as a People’s Psrt>‘ Is an 
absurd piece •( poNtlcal arrogance. 
The best answer to that is Ihe reply 
of Job to his comforters: *7^0 doubt 
but ye ara the people, and friadom 
■hall die with you.*^

Yet it seems to a 
layma^^ such as myself that what la 
needed is not so much another count 
of radio-active fall-out but a thorotigh- 
golng inveatigalion into ita allects 
on the life, health and future of hu¬ 
manity. 

There are so many contrary views 
on this that.the public is confused as 
well as frightened. 

Just recently Dr. Brock Chisholm, 
the former head of the World Health 
Organization, told a Vancouver meet¬ 
ing that about 30.000 people died every 
year from diseases caused by the In^ 
crea.sed radiation resulting from nu¬ 
clear explosions. 

Yet government spokesmen -and 
they are not only Canadian, but Amer- 
Ic-an and British—deny that a single 
person has suffered so much as a 
cough because of the atomic tests. 

'There is rio cause for alarm, they

An unseemly contest Is developing 
between the govemmenU and world- 
famous scientists over the effects of 
radiation, with the govemmenU pooh- 
poohing and hush-hushing the dan¬ 
gers. and the scientisU magnifying 
them to the extent that the cities are 
full of victims. 

While admitting that the “levels** 
of strontium 90 In the country hkve 
ri.sen and are continuing to rise. Dr. 
P. M. Bird, a goyegiment radiation 
expert, says that these “levels are 
well below the maximum permi**l»>l« 


allowed by the-International Commit¬ 
tee on Radiological Protection.** 

Dr. Linus Pauling.'\he Nobel Prize 
winner, is another famous adentist 
who has been warning the world of 
the awful consequences of the atomic 
tests. In a sUtemeht made on the 
CBC he said that ISOJIOO people V' Id 
die of cancer and leukemia as a result 
of the present Increased radiation, 
and that thousands of children would 
be born deformed because of It. 

This was characterised aa “propa¬ 
ganda” by a leading Canadian govern¬ 
ment scientist who asserted that while 
Dr. Pauling was a great chemist, he 
was not a biolof 1st. and he was com¬ 
menting on the biological effects of 
radiation. However, this man himself 
is not a biologist, but he was wiiiing 
to declare that there was no **im- 
mediate danger.** 


It Is possible that External A/faira 
Minister Howard Green had in mind 
the effects of radiation on human Ufa 
when he announced that the Canadian 
delegation would preaa for the world¬ 
wide survey in the General Assembly. 
He did speak of “the hazards resulting 
from the addition of man-made radia¬ 
tion to that which already occurs in 
nature.** 

Tha trouble la that this whole 
matter has become a politirai issue, 
tied in with the campaign to atop tha 
atomic testa. 

While a deceptively able politician, 
Mr. Green Is not going to rush in 
where only Lester B. Pearson could 
tread. As a new diplbmat,-Ae is going 
about the United Nations as ha does 
the House of Commons, making 
friends with his avuncular charm, hit 
patience and courtesy, ^a could not 
very well take auch ah initiative aa 
demanding a fuU-acaJe scientific in¬ 
vestigation of the effects of radl. tlon 
on his first ^it to the world head¬ 
quarters.

aay we have made a begin¬ 
ning." he told the Canadian 
Club yesterday in a luncheon 
address. 


The new aenae, he aaid. waa 
one of imagination, magnani¬ 
mity and incluaiveneaa. rather 
than of defensive, boundary- 
watching prejudice. 

The old nieaning of the word 
nationaliam wnphaaized " a 
ahriveUed aelf." Mr. Phelps 
aaid; the nationaliam he looked 


forward to la an espanding 
aelf. 

The people content with an 
old groove, aodal or moral, he 
described as a threat to a bet¬ 
ter society: 

'Think of the perpetuated, 
unchecked hocus pocua that 
permeates our religioua prac- 


tict • • . There's obeolescenca 
all through our religioua and 
political talk . • . I swear 90 
per cent of the*people who go 
to church don't know a 
tinker’s hoot about rdigknis 
dogmas .. . We parrot it <o6> 
Aelescence); the newspapers 
are full of It In the 'military 


and political fields. It seems 
almost that we are trying to 
build society on a foundation 
of JeUy." 

But. he said, it seemed to 
him that today there was be¬ 
ginning to be a reaUKation of 
obsolescence, and it could be a 
new significance for the old 
word nationalism. 


In lighter mood, earlier in 
his address, Mr. Phelps cited 
a "test of a Canadian”—*' The 
English are so pleasantly stu- 
pld. the Americans are so un¬ 
pleasantly smart.’ Only a Ca¬ 
nadian can say that, and it’s a 
different iat ing mark that we 
breed people who tend to say 
Just that 


Mr. Phelps, a former pr^ 
fessor of English at McGUl 
and for two years general 
supervisor of the CBC inter¬ 
national service, and now a 
regular CBC broadcaster and 
special lecturer at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, spoke later« 
to the Women’s Canadian Club.

Stick-Up in Orchard 


By M. V. CHESNirr. FBBS 

It is extremely annoying to have a 
splendid crop of apples or pears on 
your backyard trees, only to have one 
of our autumnal gales come roaring 
in. littering the ground- with bruised 
and hattei^ fruit. 

In earlier days, the only protection 
we could give our. fruit was to spread 
a thick layer of straw under the tree 
to cushion the fall. This is still worth¬ 
while where a good supply of straw is 
available, hut the modem method is 
to spray the tree with a hormone 
chemical which causes the fruit to 
stick to the branches like grim death! 

Most of the garden stores stock 
this chenUoal under such trade names 
as Kling-Ttte, Hormex. Stop-Drop, 
etc., and it is in wide use among the 
professional holly growers as a dip 
to keep the berries from falling off 
the hanqpsted branches. 

For apples and pears. It is best 
appRnd about a week before the nor¬ 
mal fruit drop is expected, and the 
fruit stems must be thoroughly 
wetted.- It is no good applying a spray 
falling like a gentle dew from heaven 
—the tree must have a real drenching. 
The spray is not poisonous, and has 
no ill effect upon the eating quality 
of the fruit 


When this anti-windfall hormone 
spray is used, you must be sure to pick 
the fruit at the normal harvest time, 
or it nuy become overripe on the 
tree. Some kinds, like McIntosh and 
Winesap, may be allowed to stay on 
the tree until nicely colored, but 
Delicious tends to go soft inside 10 
days or so after the normal harvest 
date.

Judging by my mail, botrytis 
disease of peonies is becoming a very 
widespread problem on Vancouver 
Island. Quite a large proportion of the 
letters reaching my desk last June re¬ 
ported symptoms which %vere uomls- 
takeably those of the botrytis inlec- 
tioa 1 bring up the subject new 
because this is the one time of the 
year when we can do something to 
combat this trouble. 

An infected plant makes perfectly 
rMirnal growth in the spring, and the 
flower buds form on schedule, but 
when these buds swell tq the size of 
marbles, everything stops. The buds 
hang fire for a while, then dry up and 
fall off. and there are no flowers. In 
less severe infections, the flowers 
open, but most otthe petals are potted. 

F^ortunately, this disease never 
attacks the roots, and the topgrowth 


must become re-infected every spring. 
The disease spores spend the winter 
on the dead peony foliage and on 
fallen leaves, twigs, manure and other 
organic rubbish nearby. 

This year, whether or not botrytik 
has put in an appearance in your 
gsrd^ I think it would be wise to do 
an especially thorough clean up job on 
the peoniea Cut down the topgrowth 
as soon as the leaves have turned 
color, and cut them, not merely to 
level, but scrape away a little of the 
surface soil and make your cuts about 
an inch briow. Don't go too deep, for 
the g ro w th buds in the peony rooU are 
only nap inches down; and could be 
damaged. 

If the resting spores of botrytis 
are on your peonies, they will be near 
the base of the foliage stems, and 
may show up as sooty-looking patches 
at or just below soil level All peony 
topgrowth should be burnt 

Keep the soil around the peonies 
raked dean of all leaves and nibbish. 
Apply no mulch of leaves, manure, 
peat, or anything else. Then, when the 
little red shooU poke their noses out 
neat spring, keep them dusted with 
rose dust, potato dust, or any such 
preparation containing a good fungi¬ 
cide.

Canada has, a chance of misa-

The new aenaa. he said, was 
one of inuigination. magnani¬ 
mity and inclusiveness, rather 
than of defensive, boundary- 
watching prejudice. 

The old meaning of the word 
nationalism emphasized ” a 
shrivelled self,” Mr. Phelps 
said: the nationalism he looked 


forward to la an expanding 
self. 

The people content with .an 
old groove, social or moral, he 
described as a threat to a bet¬ 
ter society; 

*”rhink of the perpetuated, 
unchecked hoctis pocus that 
permeates our reUgious prac¬ 


tice . • . There's obaoie a cence 
all through our religious and 
political talk ... I 4wear 90 
per cent of the people who go 
to church don’t know a 
tinker's hoot about religious 
dogmas . . . We parrot it (ob> 
aoleacencel: the newspapers 
arc full of h hi the mlliury 


and political fields. It 
almost that we are trying to 
build society on a foundation 
of Jelly.” 

But. he said, it seemed to 
him that today there was be¬ 
ginning to be a realization of 
obsolescence, and it could be a 
new significance for the pid 
word nationalism. 


In lighter mood, earlier In 
his address. Mr. Phelps cited 
a “teat of a Canadian”-^” The 
English are so pleasantly stu¬ 
pid. the Americans are so un- 
' pleesantly smart.' Only a Ca¬ 
nadian can say that, and It’s a 
differentiating mark that we 
breed people who tend to say 
Just that.”
